The brid ge carries route 09003 
across the tr a c ks at the site of the 
Pad d in gton passen ger station .

Eleven Parks in Falls Twp.; 
Over 200 Trailers in 
Bensalem Twp. 


Trailer parks in lower Bucks 
county have been on the increase 
particularly 
in 
Falls 
township 
since the coming of construction 
workers to the scene of the Fair 
less works of the U. S. Steel 
Company, near Morrisvllle.
